covery announced by two 
Yale University School of 
Medicine scientists. 


The rescarchers found that 
hyaluronic acid, a substance oc- 
curring naturally Jn the human 
body, has the power to combat 
the ‘submlicroscopie — organiame 
which cause a number of serious 
discases ranging from influenza 
to rabies. - 


While some aontlbiotics and 
other preparations have shown 
antievirnl properties, the Yale 
seientists are believed to be the 
first to demonstrate ihe 
eMeacity of u natural viru 
fightiig agent in tests with 
animals under conditions re- 
sembling those In whlel virus 
saan! strike humun 


Hyaluronic acid, no gel-like 
subytance which helps to “gluc" 
, together cells and tissucs of the 
body, wus identified by the Yale 
scientists, Dr J, F, McCrea, and 
Dr F, Duran-Reynals, os having 
the anti-virus effect, probably 
through the action of its content 
of giucuronic acid, © which 
chemists are able te produce 
artificlally. 


In describing the research 
they have curried out at Yale, 
the two scientists said that a 
serics of rabbits Infected with a 
virus disease and then treated 


—-— with- hyaluronic —acid — prepara. 


tions, “gave “highly , successful 
results” ¢ight times out of nine. 
In the ninth case, the infection 
was reduced by at least 50 per
